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AVCO MUST PAY 


TAXES ON 


RADAR TOWERS 


‘The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court has ruled that the Avco Corpor- 
ation, 201 Lowell Street, must pay 
taxes on the U.S. Air Force spon- 
sored radar towers. in North Wil- 
mington, and Avco has thereby gained 
an unwilling and almost unique dis- 
tinction of having to pay taxes on a 
government sponsored research fa- 
cility. 

The Supreme Court decree is a dis- 
tinct victory for Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, Normally. under the U.S 
court decisions. the governemtn does 
not pay taxes to the various states 
or political subdivisions thereof. on 
property of this nature. 

The three towers. each 400 feet high. 
are erected on land formerly owned 
by Bob Evans. They were erected 
in 1962, for radar research for the U 
S. Air Force. The leases for the land 
were in the form of recurring three 
year leases, Avco contracted for the 
erection of the towers. which stand on 
conerete bases. and are braced by 
wires going to other conerete bases 
The contract between Ayco and the 
US. Air Force stipulates that title 
to all property purchased by Avco 
for this contract, and for which Avco 
re-imbursed by the government 
$ to, and become vested in 
Government. Further, there 
is a provision that the title of U.S. 
Government property is not to be af- 
fected by incorporation or attachment 
to property not owned by the govern- 
ment 

Wilmington’s Board of Assessors, 
in 1963, assessed the towers and 
appurtenant properties for $93,500. 
and since then a similar assessment 
has been made each year. 

Aveo. after paying the taxes each 
year, filed &except in 1967) an appeal 
with the Wilmington Board of Asses- 
sors for an abatement of those taxes 
‘Those appeals were denied by the 
Wilmington assessors. The taxes, 
through 1964, amounted to over $16. 000 

The decision of the Wilmington as 
sessors was overruled, on appeal. by 
the Massachusetts Appellate Tax 
Board. That board ruled that Avco did 
not have to pay taxes on the radar 
towers, because of the nature of the 
contract with the Air Force. 

It was that decision which Wilming- 
ton appealed to the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts, and briefs 
were submitted by Avco’s attorney 
and the Wilnrington Town Counsel 

Justice Reardon, of the Supreme 
Judicial Court. in a decision handed 
down last week, ordered that the dec- 
ision of the Appellate Tax Board be 
reversed, and that a decision in favor 
of the town be entered. This meant, 
in effect. that the court ruled that 
Avco must pay taxes on the radar 
towers in North Wilmington. 

In his decision, Justice Reardon ob- 
served that Avco is a private business 
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operated for profit, employing gov: 
ernment facilities. This, he held, 
does not immunize Avco from a non- 
discriminatrory state tax of, general 
application, and he concluded there- 
fore that the town (through its Board 
of Assessors) was properly asses- 
sing a tax on the towers, and that 
there is no exemption under the law 
which is applicable to Avco.

Dear Larz: 

I was moved as I read your report 
of Mr Lannie’s remarks to the subject 
meeting. I quote the specific para- 
graph that prompted me to write this 
letter; ‘Early in the duscussion, Lan- 
nie said that to build a new high 
school would cost only half a million 
dollars more than to enlarge the pre- 
sent high school and add other school 
facilities, and that the town would then 
have a new modern school building.’ 
Assuming that you have reported his 
(Mr, Lannie) thoughts and words ac- 
curately, I fell that the last part 
of the above excerpt (and that the town 
would then have a new modern school 
building) tips the-hand and reveals 
the prime motivation of that portion 
of the school committee which voted 
for and is now urgint the design and 
construction of a new high school 
plant. 

A new modern school building is 
desireable in any city or town. This 
desirable attainment should not now be 
the prime consideration as I suspect it 
is to some 

Allow me to mention some other 
attainments that are desirable in any 
city or town. 

1, A new modern reasonable tax 
rate. 

2, A new modern review by all as to 
what the cost of living index trend has 
been in the past two years. 

3. A new modern acceptance of the 
concept that from now on curriculum, 
content and quality shall supercede 
and take precedence over physical 
plant considerations. 

4. A new modern recognition of the 
fact that in many cases estimated 
moutned prior Ww givunu vreaKing, are 

design and construction costs, so easily 

usually fanatsies when compared to the 
final payment due 

5. A modern demand that the logical 
additions to the existing high school 
shall be primarily for classrooms 
(learning areas) and not for new 
facilities such as gymnasiums, cafe- 
terias, ete. 

1 acknowledge the sincere effort on 
behalf of the town and of Mr Lannie 
and his supporters in regard to this 
issues. 

I also acknowledge the cettainty 
that there are some in this town who fee 
that there must be alternatives, yet un- 
mentioned or unthought of, to the sug- 
gestion that we now build a new high 
school to the tune of $11.5 millions 
($11.5 million x 2 might be more 
accurate). T wonder if anyone has 
ever heard of a city or town finally 
paying less for an individual school 
than was originally estimated before 
design and construction began. 

I am aware that state aid for public 
schools is dependent on standards set 
up by distant state officials. With this 
in mind, it should be obvious that any 
city or town should carefully weigh 
any and all alternatives to that of 
providing another new and modern

A second public hearing is to be 
held two weeks later. this one in 
Wilmington, in the Wilmington Mem- 
orial Library. It will be conducted 
by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works. 

‘The hearing is scheduled’ from 8 pm 
‘on August Sth., a Wednesday. 

The subject of this hearing is the 
new bridge, over the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, at Richmond Street, and 
the approaches to it. Part of Shaw- 
sheen Avenue is to be relocated for 
this bridge, which after crossing the 
railroad will join Main Street near 
Rocco's Restaurant. 

The bridge, proposed by Rep. Fred 
F. Cain, is to be built by state funds 
Surveys, it is understood, are now 
complete.

TRAFFIC CONGESTION IN 


WILMINGTON SQUARE 


Engineering studies for a major relocation of 
Route 129. to relieve serious traffic congestion 
in Wilmington Center. started this month. 

During the past few weeks. a surveying crew 
working in the vicinity of Wilmington Square 
has attracted the curiosity of many residents. 

These surveyors are laying out an Alternate 
Route 129. designed to extend from the junction 
of Routes 129 and 38. near the Shell Station. 
to Main Street. near Wilmington Plaza and Roc- 
co's Restaurant. 

It is expected. although not certain. that this 
Alternate Route 129 will cross Church Street 
near the Fire Station (Olson Road) and also 
Middlesex Avenue and Clark Street. 

The cost of this project can be paid for from 
$150,000 appropriated by the County and $100,000 
appropriated by the Town in 1969 - for land taking 
needed for replacement of the Shawsheen, Avenue 
and Bridge Lane bridges. This is feasible 
because the State Department of Public Works has 
now agreed to complete the bridge projects en- 
tirely out of available Federal and State secondary 
highway funds. amounting to approximately five 
hundred thousand dollars. 


In addition I have requested the legislature to provide 
an additional $150,000 in the 1970 County Budget for the 
Route 129 Relocation Project, making a total of $400,000 
available to complete the necessary engineering studies, 
and hopefully, land acquisition. I expect enactment of 
this extra appropriation in July. 

If the County appropriations are not allocated to the 
Route 129 Relocation, -these’ funds will ‘revert’ to -the 
County Treasury on: December 31, 1970, and become 
irrevocably lost to the Town of Wilmington. 

The urgency underlying the planning for this project 
‘cannot be overstated. Upon completion of the engineering 
design, the unexpended balance of the available -Town 
and County funds should be allocated to pay for the re-

quired land takings. This will insure reserving a corri- 
dor for the proposed roadway, which would be constructed 
using future Federal and State Secondary Highway monies. 

If the right of way is not acquired, Wilmington will lose 
the County funds, and new building construction in that
